Mare Island Navy Yard were sent to 


guard the Union Iron Works last 
night after the biggest strike that has 
taken place on the Pacific Coast in 
years was begun yesterday with the 
walkout of twenty odd thousand 
iron workers in San Francisco, Oak- 
land and Alameda. 

Orders were issued to the police 
of the Potrero station by Captain H. 
G. Leopold, commander of the first 
company of marines to arrive, to 
close all saloons within half a mile 
of the Union Iron Works, which has 
been operating as a Government plant 
on contracts calling for $70,000,006 
in submarines and other emergency 
war construction. 

A second company of marines from 
the navy yard supplemented the first 
to arrive, and it was apparent that 
the Government proposes to take 
extraordinary precautions in guard-
